Tentative plans include the 
following: Monday is to be 
observed as young people's night, 
Tuesday, as women's night, Wed- 
nesday as men's night, Thursday 
as missionary night, Friday as \ 
soldiers' night and will be held 
at the military camp. 

A brief "commentary on each 
day's topic will he given by the 
local ministers, although the 
primary object of the meetings 
is that of united prayer for 
specific objects suggested by the 
alliance. 

All organizations active in the* 
fields indicated above are asked 
to reserve the time specially set 
apart for their particular group- 
ing. 

More detail's will be announced 
in the near future as to the 
location and speakers for each 
meeting. There will be a 
different church and speaker for 
each night. 

"In tiie meantime let us all 
plan and pray for the success of 
this united effort/' said Rev. H. 
V. Muxworthy, secretary of the 
association, in making this an- 
nouncement.

'•Bombs will bring death and 
destruction to many British 
homes this Christmastide," said 

Fire Chief W. W. Osborne this 

week in a special fire prevention 
Christmas message. 

"In many Canadian homes this 
Christmas, death and destruction 
may be brought not by bombs 
but by the celebration of Christ- 
mas itself, the most festive 
season in the democratic world/' 
he said. "At Christmas time 
numerous fire hazards are intro- 
duced into homes, stores and 
public places that do not ordin- 
arily exist. Every year in Can- 
ada women and little children 
lose their lives or are scarred 
for life from fires starling in 
Christmas decorations, trees, 
lighting, etc. This is the warning 
issued by the Ontario fire mar- 
shal's office. 

"Those persons decorating halls, 
churches and public places should 
use particular care in their 
choice of decorations. Only 
materials made of metal, glass 
and asbestos should he used. 
Packing material and rubbish 
accumulates much more rapidly 
at this time and should therefore 
he disposed of at more frequent 
intervals. In any case, mer- 
chants should guard against 
obstructing any exit facilities 
during this season when the 
shopping crowds aro larger than 
usual. 

"The Christmas tree itself de- 
mands particular attention. It 
should not be placed near any j 
source of heal, such as radiators, * 
fireplaces or stoves and should 
be well-secured against falling. 
The tree should be so placed 
that standing or falling, it will 
not block a doorway or exit and 
thus prevent the escape of any- 
one. 

"Lights for the tree should be 
only of the approved electric 
type and in no case should 
candles be used or smoking be 
permitted near any Christmas 
tree. After a tree is brought j 

into the home it hourly becomes"

Yes, we make 
mistakes, but the eternal affir- 
mation is true, thai all human 
beings are one in ultimate des- 
tiny and in striving faith. 

"This is

PROPOSAL 

At a time when a well-known political and 
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of private organizations have petitioned the 
government to extend the privilege of free 
transportation to the men on active service. This 
matter is under consideration by the Peel county 
council this week. We can understand to a degree 
the government's reticence in acceding to this 
public demand, in the belief that it might easily 
be imposed upon. That is true, but if the regu- 
lations are sufficiently well prepared this danger 
immediately disappears. 

We don't believe that it is the intention of the 
thousands of Canadian citizens who make this 
request that such transportation should be granted 
for every weekend. The request is made in the 
interests of men who are posted long distances 
from their homes to give them the necessary 
transportation when they are able to get leave. 
For instance, Ontario men on service at the 
eastern defence ports, if given two weeks lea\'e, 
should be entitled to transportation. 

At $1.30 per day they can hardly pay their own 
fares, even on the basis of a single fare for the 
return trip. There was a case cited in the Tele- 
gram the other night by a soldier stationed in 

the east. He pointed to a special excursion for 
civilians travelling to Toronto for $15 return. 
The soldier on the other hand has to pay a single 
fare for the return trip, which amounted to 
$22.50. That looks like penalizing the men on 
active service. 

There is no doubt that a man earning $1.30 per 
day, and perhaps giving half his pay to help his

John Ambrose Dike of Mount 
Albert pleaded guilty to five 
charges of breaking and entering 
and on each charge was sentenced 
to one year definite and six months 
Indeteiminate, sentences to run 
concurrently, by Magistrate W. F. 
Wood] If fe in police court here on 
Tuesday. 

He was also convicted on a 
charge of stealing a purse, and an 
additional sentence of 30 days, to 
run concurrently, was imposed. 
Dike, who Is 20 years old. had been 
employed in a local factory at the 
time he committed these offences. 

Detective Martindale of the York 
county police submitted a state- 
ment made to him by Dike, while 
the accused was being held In the 
Don jail by Toronto police- 
Dike pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of stealing the purse owned 

by MUa Ware of Ifuntsvllle and 
this charge was considered first. 
In his statement Dike testified 
that "I was driving with a girl 
between Jackson's Point and Moss- 
irtzgioii Park. I saw this purse on 
the road." Dike said that he spent 
th2 money contained in the "purse, 
but intended to return the purse 
to its owner. However, this was 
not done. Detective Martindale 
stated that some articles were 
recovered in the purse when Dike 
v/as arrested Dec. 2. 

As the other charges were read 
to him. Dike pleaded guilty to each 
one. 

K. M. B. Stiver, counsel for the 
accused, said that Dike had enter- 
ed the service stations and homes 
which were between Newmarket 
and f*ake SJmcoe, to get supplies 
for his car. 'The fact that he had 
this car was the reason this boy 
went wrong," he declared. '"If he 
had been caught after the first 
offence I don't think these other 
offences would have been com- 
mitted, 1 have known this boy 
for 15 years?' 

"This business of breaking into 
and stealing from service stations 
is all too prevalent," declared 
Magistrate W o od II f f e. "Thci>c 
dealers are only making a living 
and robberies like these can do 
them out of a living. Von have 
deliberately gone out with the 
Intention of embarking on a crim- 
inal career. 

"If you weren't satisfied with 
your job you could have got an- 
other which 'Would have better 
suited you. There are plenty of 
Jobs these days for young men like 
you, without becoming a thief." 

B, D. ISonisteel of Aurora, 
charged with doing grievous bodily 
harm to Harry Hurge and Keith 
.Southwood, Autoia youths, by 
shooting at them with a shotgun 
while they were skating on the 
pond located on his estate in 
Aurora, was remanded on ball of 
$1,000 to appear In court Dec. 31. 
Crown Attorney N. I„. Mathews 

stated that the injured men would 
be in hospital for some time and 
could not testify. Constable Fisher 
Dunham laid the charge. 

George Kodway of Barrio was 
fined $15 and coats on a charge of 
cireless driving laid by Provincial 
Constable Alex. Ferguson. He was 
also charged with failure to stop 
after an accident. Frank Agnew 
of Mount Albert testified. 

"On Nov. 25, at 3 o'clock at 
night, f was driving south on 
Yonge St, near St. Andrew's Col- 
lege," Mr. Agnew said. "The toad 
was diy. I was right over on my 

own side of Win toad, the i-Jght- 

harnl side. 1 was goin-; about 30 
mlUm an hour. As the defendant 
v/as passing me. he cut in. Mis 
right rent- fender bit my left front 
fender. The impact swung me to 
tho right and f almost wound up 
in the ditch. It broke my steering 
geer. I got out »| the car but 
couldn't sec tfi« defendant. I saw 
him Utter in Aurora and he settled 
for damages to the car." 

Constable Ferguson testified that 
be had Investigated the accident; 
"I observed the two cars coming 
toward each other," be said, "One 
of the cars cut in on pacing and 
hit tin; other. As Itodv/ay passed 
me J turned around and overtook 
him, He h topped when I reached 
bix car. This ear w:ih in motion 
when it passed me on tho rood and 
was going about 30 nrp.h. Hodway 
was not trying to -top, Th* 
defendant sftld that bis brakes 
t Were damaged in the accident and 
would not work well. 

"f went to the Agnew cm and 
astmi taim.d the damage. The 
defendant and myself then Wffil to 
an Aurora gaia^e and saw the 
mechanic Inspect the brakes. Th< 
brakes wer<- not injured by the 
accident." 

"Did the siieed of the defendants 
cir Change from the Unie of the 
accident to the time it reached 
you." asked Mr. Matiiew.-. 

"1 believe that at first it slowed 
down and then as ii readied me 
it speeded up," armweied Countable 
FerguHon, 

"J did not reaJiz,. ti uit |m . j mjm ,. t 
was enough to put the man in the 
ditch/' declared the defendant. 
"1 went on, but as soon an t Raw 
the accident, 1 applied, the brakes. 
I bad been from GruveiihuJAt and 
the brakes were fiozen." 

"For one tenth of a mile from 
Hie rtceno of the accident you 
didn't attempt to h top." sahl Mr. 
Mathews. 

"No, I couldn't see out of the. 
roar window," replied Kodway. lie 
stated that u soldier to whom In- 
had given a ride had put his 
duffel bag there. 

"Kodway has given a reasonable 
explanation of his failure to stop." 
siid Magistrate Woodliffe. "f will 
give him the benefit of the doubt 
and dismiss the charge of failure 
to Mop." 

A charge of illegal parking 
again at Not man Ilwlgiiis, It.R. 2, 
Newmarket, was dismissed.
